3:37:06,11 Shots Sets New Course Record 


ANN ARBOR, MI—The unfamiliar at¬ 
mosphere of drunkenness and nudity 
proved to be no obstacle for Kenyan 
miler Mamadou Ndungu at the annual 
University of Michigan Naked Mile on 
Friday. Ndungu, whose countrymen have 
dominated the event each of the past three 
years, won the race and set a new course 
record of 3 minutes, 37 seconds, and 11 
shots of vodka. Although Ndungu com¬ 
mitted a slight breach of etiquette by 
overtaking the men’s crew team—the tra¬

Feminist Fair Goes "Balls Out" 


It’s that time of year again. Yes, the 
spring air has melted the winter snow, the 
Diag is filled with people, and Feminist Fair 
is just around the corner. Except there’s 
something different about the Fair this year, 
something long, hard, and full of seamen. 

“It’s the Submarine of Feminism!” ex¬ 
claimed event coordinator Sheila 
Goodman. “We needed something to really 
get people’s attention, and everyone knows 
that women really love submarines.” 

The differences between this year’s fair 
and those of years past don’t end there. 
Goodman sees changes “left and right”, but 
one stands out as the most important. 
“There’s no question in my mind that we’ve 
become more vocal,” she said. “In the past 
we had a tendency to be timid, but now the 
Fair is really balls out. It’s great.” 

The fair has battled to achieve recogni¬ 
tion on campus. “We know that our fair 
isn’t the largest, but, really, it is a bit big¬ 
ger than average,” said Goodman. “Many 
schools across the country don’t even have 
feminist fairs.” Goodman also claims that 
larger fairs are often aimless and imper¬ 
sonal. 

“The really big fairs have so many 
people that they can’t really offer you any

personal attention,” she said. “And besides, 
with all those people you never know what 
disease you’re going to catch. It’s just not 
sanitary or safe.” 

Despite the risks of going larger, Femi¬ 
nist Fair 2000 does have more booths, food, 
and fun than any Fair before. “It’s amaz¬ 
ing how fast we’re growing. It’s like we 
just hit puberty or something,” said Twyla 
Richards, president of the Undergraduate 
Women’s Studies Association. “We’ve re¬ 
ally whipped it out this year.” 


There is no denying that FF2K is big¬ 
ger. And, since the end of the fair has been 
pushed back from 4:30 to 6:30, it is also 
longer. Said Richards, “we felt the Fair 
just wasn’t enough to satisfy all the liber¬ 
ated women at the University. They needed 
more.” 

Richards, Goodman, and the rest of the 
FF2K organizers hope to put to rest com¬ 
plaints that the Fair lacks staying power. 
“We were very tired last year,” said 
Goodman, “but this year will remain up¬ 
right and perky for hours on end. We prom¬ 
ise.” 

However, not everyone is so positive 
about the fair. Several of last year’s par¬ 
ticipants have voiced complaints stemming 
from an alleged lack of personal attention. 
“I must have given my phone number and 
email address to a half-dozen feminist 
groups last year,” said Sandra Jenkins, “and 
not one of them called back. It’s disgust¬ 
ing.” 

Richards promises this year will be bet¬ 
ter. “Fear not, lovely feminist women. We 
love all of you in your own personal way 
and promise to call back this year. Really. 
There will even be flowers. Won’t you 
please come? You would if you loved us.” 
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Congress Votes to Protect American Flag, American Beauty 


WASHINGTON, DC—The House of Representatives, 
voting mainly along party lines, passed a pair of constitu¬ 
tional amendments today that are designed to protect hal¬ 
lowed institutions of the country. The first would make it 
illegal to desecrate the American flag, while the second 
would make it punishable by 
law to desecrate the Oscar- 
winning film American 
Beauty. 

The proposed 27 th Amend¬ 
ment, dubbed the “Flag Pres¬ 
ervation Amendment,” has 
wide support among veteran’s 
groups and Republicans, and 
is expected to pass easily in the 
Senate, whereupon it will be 
sent to the states. Likewise, 
the 28 th amendment has found 
large amounts of grassroots 
support. 

“The flag is the emblem of 
the United States. To allow it to be burned, trampled, or 
spit upon sends a message to other governments that we 
are a weak, prideless nation,” said amendments supporter 
Rep. Dan Burton (R-IN). “And American Beauty is just 
awesome. How can you not like it?” 

The American Legion is praising the passage of the 


amendments as well. “Veterans fought long and hard for 
what this flag stands for. That includes freedom, honor, 
democracy, and great films like Sam Mendes’s American 
Beauty ,” said American Legion spokeswoman Deborah 
Canter. “Kevin Spacey is spectacular, 
as usual. And up-and-coming 
stars Mena Suvari, Thora 
Birch, and Wes Bentley add sex 
appeal to this brilliant critique 
of suburban American life. To 
think some Americans would 
defend the ‘right’ of so-called 
‘citizens’ to engage in public 
mockery or derision of the 
film. Shame on them! Let them 
not forget the memories of 
those soldiers who died to en¬ 
sure that American Beauty was 
made.” 

However, some are hesi¬ 
tant to support what they see 
as an attack on fundamental principles of freedom of ex¬ 
pression. 

“This Amendment will not honor the flag. Rather, it 
will desecrate something much more important: the val-

Ford Introduces New "Excrement" SUV 

Company Modestly Proposes Use of Vegans as Fuel 


DETROIT, MI—Ford Motor Company announced yes¬ 
terday that it will begin construction of what it calls “the 
best summer-fun truck yet,” the Excrement. The new truck, 
which will be the largest ever built, continues the line Ford 
began with the Explorer, the Expedition, and the Excur¬ 
sion. Ford plans to begin selling Excrements in early June. 

The Excrement—continuing Ford’s quest for the ever- 
more-fucking-ludicrously-large truck—is outlandishly 
large, covering nearly

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English Major Completes Five-Paragraph 
Honors Thesis 

Shocking Man vs. Himself Theme 
Hypothesized 

BOSTON, MA—Shockwaves spread throughout the halls 
of academia last week when Harvard student Marleen 
Orow, a Rhodes Scholar recipient, completed several 
months of work on her thesis: “Gatsby’s Fatal Flaw: Man 
versus Himself in Fitzgerald’s The Great Gatsby .” 

The thesis is drawing both praise and fire for its unique 
approach to literary analysis. 

“I wanted to push the bounds of contemporary criti¬ 
cism,” stated Orow. “Too many people are content to hide 
in the recesses of psychoanalytic or Marxist criticism. I’d 
much rather force some important issues to the front with 
my work.” 

Members of Harvard’s English department have ex¬ 
pressed shock and sometimes dismay at the format and 
content of Orow’s essay. “We like a certain amount of 
creativity, even something edgy, but this is ridiculous,” 
Professor Clem Barrows said, pointing at the three-page 
work. “She’s using what she describes as the ‘five-para- 
graph method,’ which she claims lends particular order to 
the essay. Order? And those ‘topic sentences’ and the 
restatement of her thesis at the opening of the conclusion? 
Really!” 

Another issue which has disturbed faculty is the com¬ 
plete avoidance of the passive voice. “I feel it makes my 
writing more compelling,” pleaded Orow. “The three top¬ 
ics I use to support my thesis are easily recognized as 
they’re contained in their own individual paragraphs. And 
I conclude by questioning the validity of the American 
dream. I think people have been missing the point of this 
book for years.” 

Professor Barrows disagrees. “I’m afraid we may need 
to refocus our introductory writing courses on the basics 
to avoid more vigilante critics like Ms. Orow. Whatever

Bollinger Honored for Destroying Students' 
Hopes, Dreams 

ANN ARBOR—At a posh luncheon held yesterday at the 
Alumni Center, University President Lee Bollinger was 
awarded with a special commemoration by the National 
Association of Higher Education Administrators in honor 
of his “unyielding and unrepentant ability to suck the life¬ 
blood and hope out of even the most politically active and 
otherwise dedicated students on campus.” 

The distinction comes after Bollinger’s life-force-de- 
stroying treatment of the Michigamua protest by the Stu¬ 
dents of Color Coalition. Bollinger’s abandonment of a 
number of students in the Union Tower for 37 days has 
been hailed as a ‘revolutionary’ approach to addressing 
student concerns.

Bollinger plans to continue his work undermining 
grassroots student endeavors and insulting minority com¬ 
munities by tripling the University’s funding to UAC’s 
humor publication. 

George W. Bush Visits University, Writes on

Sparked by the overwhelming student participation in 
the recent MSA elections, Republican presidential hope¬ 
ful George W. Bush visited Ann Arbor last weekend in an 
attempt to garner the votes of politically-crazed students.

Chevet said the results are not particu¬ 
larly surprising. “The University of Kenya 
celebrates the end of every harvest semes¬ 
ter with the Naked 27-Mile,” said Chevet.

ues which it represents,” said Sen. Russ 
Feingold (D-WI), an opponent of the pro¬ 
posed amendments. “And the film oughtn’t 
be blindly worshipped, either. The plot has 
some serious weaknesses. An older man 
falling for an underage girl? Haven’t seen 
that before. Ever heard of Nabokov?” 

Aside from a limited Democrat opposi¬ 
tion, the “ American Beauty Preservation 
Amendment” is expected to pass easily in 


the Senate. DreamWorks, Ltd., the studio 
behind the film, has spent an undisclosed 
amount of money lobbying for the passage 
of the amendment.

BTO, CS&N, LSD inducted into Rock and 
Roll Hall of Fame 


CLEVELAND, OH—Superlatives were 
flowing as the new honored the old last 
night at the fourth annual Rock and Roll 
Hall of Fame induction ceremony, where 
Hall of Fame membership was bestowed 
on 70s hard rock group Bachman-Turner 
Overdrive, folk-rock pioneers Crosby, 
Stills, and Nash, and the psychedelic drug 
lysergic acid diethylamide. 

Bachman-Turner Overdrive performed 
their hit songs including “Ain’t Seen Noth¬ 
ing Yet” and “Takin’ Care of Business” to 
open the ceremony, rocking the crowd of 
mainly music critics, record executives, and 
recovering LSD addicts. After a set by 
CS&N which included “Suite: Judy Blue 
Eyes,” and “Ohio,” the audience was 
treated to yet another “hit,” one contained 
on an authentic 1969 five-cent postage 
stamp. 

While BTO and CS&N both delivered 
spectacular performances, it was undoubt¬ 
edly LSD that stole the show. Opening its 
set with a wild laser-light show, LSD 
quickly “kicked in” with a performance that 
had the audience screaming, hissing, claw¬ 
ing the centipedes from out of their eyes, 
and desperately needing more. 

Following the performances, some of 
today’s hottest musicians were given the 
chance to honor their musical influences. 
The hard rock group The Goo-Goo Dolls 
stated that if it weren’t for BTO, they never 


would have formed a band. “[Bass player 
and vocalist] Robby [Takac] and [drummer 
George] Tutuska and I used to sit in my 
parents’ garage, listening to ‘TCOB’ 
[‘Takin’ Care of Business’] over and over 
again until the neighbors complained. We 
wanted to be just like Randy [Bachman], 
Robbie [Bachman], [C.F.] ‘Fred’ [Turner] 
and Tim [Bachman, BTO band members],” 
said guitarist and vocalist Johnny Rzeznik. 
In an interesting moment for the night, Neil 
Young himself, who has occasionally 
joined up with CS&N to form Crosby, 
Stills, Nash, and Young, performed a mov¬ 
ing tribute to his three former band-mates, 
playing solo acoustic guitar, harmonica, 
and mumbling incoherently into a micro¬ 
phone. 

Finally, a short documentary film paid 
tribute to one of the great musical influ¬ 
ences of the century, LSD. Among the art¬ 
ists interviewed for the film were BTO and 
CS&N themselves, who all agreed that 
LSD made a significant contribution to 
modern music. In an especially moving 
interview, former Beatle John Lennon was 
quoted as saying, “if my music appears 
great, it is only because I am standing on 
the shoulders of giants. Man, giantsl Help!” 

The film ended with a twenty minute 
trip To Jupiter and Beyond, followed by a 
glimpse of the Star Child.
